Your  V/orship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1961. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  slightly  above  that  for  the 
previous  year  and  is,  of  course,  well  below  the  national  figure. 

The  death  rate  is  above  that  of  previous  years  but  compares  well 
v/ith  the  national  figure. 

The  main  causes  of  death  continue  to  be  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system,  v/ith  malignant  diseases  taking  second  place. 

Apart  from  measles,  the  Borough  was  very  free  from  infectious 
disease . 

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  smallpox  have  all  continued  throughout  the  year,  either 
by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  infant  welfare  centre.  Response  to 
these  continues  to  be  good. 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  Home  Help  Service 
provided  within  the  Borough,  over  6,000  hours  of  help  having  been 
carried  out  by  the  eleven  Home  Helps  now  employed  within  the 
Borough.  Most  of  this  help  has  been  to  old  people,  thus  enabling 
them  to  continue  living  in  their  own  homes,  instead  of  having  to 
go  into  some  form  of  institutionalised  accommodation. 

I  v/ould  refer  you  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  for 
details  of  the  Sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  for  your  support  during  the  year.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

^  I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Administration  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  done  during  the  year  1961. 

Y/ATER  SUPPLY. 

A  wholesome  and  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  all  requirements 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  by  the  Southwold  Y/aterworks 
Company  Limited.  6  samples  taken  during  the  year  have  been 
satisfactory. 

RAINPALL. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  was  22,58  ins.,  there  being 
217  days  without  and  148  days  v/ith  some  rain.  September  was  the 
wettest  month  v/ith  a  total  of  2.96  ins.,  but  January  had  the  most  days 
with  rain,  there  being  22  days,  most  of  v;hich  were  only  light  falls. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  main  sewerage  scheme  has  worked  reasonably  well.  The  major 
works  envisaged  in  the  joint  scheme  for  a  nev/  sev/age  disposal  works 
capable  of  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  Southwold  and  parts  of  Reydon 
and  Y/alberswick  are  still  receiving  careful  consideration  and  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  discussions  over  various  technical  details. 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  and  smoke  and  water 
tests  applied  v/here  applicable.  One  new  house  was  connected  to  the 
sewers . 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Acts  of  vandalism  and  misuse  of  the  various  public  conveniences 
in  the  District  have  not  been  as  great  as  those  in  my  previous  report. 
Temporary  conveniences  near  the  Boating  Lakes  v/ere  constructed  and 
put  into  use  until  such  time  as  the  permanent  ones  sited  near  the  Pier 
Pavilion  are  completed. 
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HQUSE  REFUSE  CQLLljlGTION  AND  DISPOSAL . 

The  house  refuse  collection  service  is  nov/  operating 
satisfactorily.  During  the  height  of  the  summer  season  heavy  demands 
are  made  on  this  service,  but  in  most  cases  the  service  was 
adequate , 

All  refuse  is  tipped  and  kept  under  control  at  our  tip  situate 
near  the  Gasometer  V/orks.  This  site,  as  previously  reported,  will 
have  to  be  considered  anew  when  our  proposed  nev7  sewage  v/orks  to  be 
sited  on  the  adjoining  land  is  finally  planned,  as  some  extension  of 
the  site  will  be  necessary  in  a  fev/  years  time. 

SANITABY  INSPECTIONS  DURING  lg6l  (including  Dwellinghouses ) . 

During  the  year  346  premises  v/ere  visited,  of  v/hich  141  were 
dv/ellinghouses  and  205  various  other  premises. 

In  the  course  of  these  inspections  47  defects  or  nuisances  were 
found  and  74  were  abated.  To  secure  the  abatement  of  these  defects 
and  nuisances  35  informal  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  or 
agents  concerned,  in  addition  to  personal  interviews  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

SHOP  ACT.  1950;  SECTION  38. 

During  the  year  two  shops  closed,  so  there  are  now  93  shops  in 
the  District,  which  are  visited  periodically.  There  were  no 
contraventions .
